The weather began to get from 
bad to worse, and on Saturday 
night the juni’s aerial was almost 
blown away. It was damaged, but 
Mr. Mitton was able to receive 
‘weather reports. 

“At 12.30 p.m, on May 18 (Sun- 
day), "continued Mr. Stevenson, 
‘we intercepted’ s wire from the 
P; and Q. liner. Nagpore, which 
was then about.70 miles $.S.E, of 
our position at the time. She re- 
ported. big seas and that she had 
to reduce spéed: to: seven knots. 
The barometer on board was read- 
ing 29.66 inches, she added. . 


Decide to Return, 


“Things - became, “worse and 
worse and the water-tanks start- 
ed Jeaking. In’ the. passage-way, 
leading to the store-rooms, tnere’ 
were a few inches of.fresh water, 
which had’ flowed out from the 
tanks. We ‘kept most of our 
clothes there and the result is that 
they. ate: all saturated.
